FTER his triumphant defeat the “writing masters” Jean Baptiste Salle became 
the champion popular education. “He did not wish celebrity, all asked 
was the liberty doing good.” saw the existing system education many radi- 

recognized the prevailing system individual instruction totally wrong 
method, involving idleness and loss time. substituted the “simultaneous method” 
which the teacher addresses himself more than one This change was the means 
great progress, and had done nothing further for education his benefits through this in- 
novation would have beer inestimable. then graded his schools, putting pupils the 
same scholastic standing into the same division. This was indeed great step, combining 
convenience for the teacher and incalculable benefit for the pupil. 


According the prevailing evil practice, children were first taught read Latin before 
they began the study their own language. consequence this, children were fre- 
quently withdrawn from school before they had learned read their mother tongue. 
Salle, ardent striving, changed this and thus conferred great benefit upon French 
society. Salle early recognized the need for specialists the teaching profession. 
knew that the only way realize correct theory education train teachers practice 
that theory. Thus when opened his Seminary for Teachers 1685, founded the first 
normal school. remarkable, indeed, that Jean Baptist Salle should have laid the 
basis for our modern much-lauded system teachers’ training schools. 


Nor this all our modern education for which must thank the sainted priest. 
saw the deplorable conditions among the starving lower classes France and set about 
devise way means which they could made self-respecting and efficient unit 
society. thus established industrial schools wherein poor pupils could receive training 


which would prepare them earn their living. Calculate the value our industrial and 


technical schools today and then judge the worth this work Salle. 


Let look back these momentous labors study the author them. How 


all this which other had yet accomplished even part? was because was 
working for the good others and the iove God and because worked not alone but 
with his Lord and Master ever his side. Because was working unselfishly for the good 
others, sought out the existing educational evils and, taking his difficulties God, 
found through prayer and fasting the solution these great problems. The kindest per- 
sons others, was with himself the strictest rigorist.

With characteristic wisdom the Holy See has 
granted this special indulgence order, manifestly, 
discourage the undesirable practice paying 
more attention the subsidiary shrines than the 
Altar the Blessed Sacrament. The Pope, need 
hardly said, not seeking cast into disfavor 
any approved form devotion; but tactfully 
reminding all, both young and old, that the 
Blessed Sacrament should have the first place 
among our devotional practices. well for our 
teachers explain their classes the conditions 
upon which this indulgence may gained; and the 
explanation might profitably include some remarks 
calculated establish and maintain sense pro- 
portion based upon the theological distinction be- 
tween latria and dulia. 


THE CONSTITUTION. Eminently wholesome 
the recently inaugurated movement arouse 
deeper interest the Constitution the United 
tSates, and especially make our school children 
familiar with the text and the implications that 
great document. Much the undesirable radical- 
ism apparent certain parts the country, much 
the un-American intolerance manifested here and 
there, much the patent lack genuine and prac- 
tical patriotism shown nominal citizens the 
United States comes from ignorance the nature 
and extent our national inheritance liberty. 
That ignorance can overcome only one way, 
and that way make the Constitution widely 
and intimately known. 

excellent elementary study the Constitu- 
tion, designed for the pupils elementary schools, 
has been recently prepared Mr. Cloud 
the San Francisco School Department. “Our Con- 
stitution: Its Story, Its Meaning, Its Use,” ju- 
diciously planned, clearly written and pedagogically 
arranged. Its use our schools would much 
foster the much needed virtue reverence for 
government and impress the pupils with the too 
frequently forgotten fact that, Mr. Cloud well 
says, the Constitution “was easily constructed, 
hastily contrived affair, but document born out 
great needs, the product the most wearying 
labor, the soberest, profoundest thought, and the 
wisest compromise.” The study preceded 
chapter government general, based the 
saying that great Irishman, Edmund Burke, that 
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“Government contrivance human wisdom 
provide for human wants.” this preliminary por- 
tion, the author perhaps misses effective peda- 
gogical point neglecting describe other forms 
government, such absolute and limited mon- 
archy, theodicy for time existed among the 
Hebrews, and ecclesiastical government. The pub- 
lishers, Scott, Foresman and Company Chicago, 
have brought out the little book attractive form 
and with wealth appropriate illustrations. 


THE NEO-PAGAN PHILOSOPHY. More and 
more are convinced that, after all, books can 
completely satisfactory texts for Catholic 
schools but books written the light the Cath- 
olic philosophy life. Behind even the best and 
most carefully written works sociology and gov- 
ernment and history emanating from non-Catholic 
sources looms conception human origin and 
progress which alien the spirit Christ and 
His Church. Sometimes distinctly stated; 
sometimes hinted and suggested sometimes 
assumed and implied: but always there. 

The tents that basic nee-pagan philosophy may 
briefly stated thus: 

The human race was never state primi- 
tive perfection and happiness; the story Paradise 
poetical myth. There was original sin, 
fall from higher state. The path man’s his- 
tory has been gradual ascent from savagery 
civilization; and the upward march 
achieved, not through the instrumentality super- 
natural forces, but the evolution moral, social 
and psychological ideas. Those ideas have been 
embodied pre-eminently certain exceptional men 
—Buddha, Confucius, Socrates, Mahommet, Saint 
Francis, Luther; and among such men Jesus Christ 
prominent—perhaps the most prominent 
—place. 

Such are the notions lying back ever much 
university teaching today; and from the universi- 
ties that philosophy percolates into high schools 
and grade schools and into the texts used classes 
history, economics, civics, science and literature. 
And our own teachers who attend non-Catholic in- 
stitutions meet instructors and use books impreg- 
nated with that interpretation human life and 
human history. 

well that Catholic educators should re- 
flect all this. well that should now and 
then recall, vivid and practical way, the rea- 
sons why our schools and our teaching congrega- 
tions exist. well that should frankly face 
the issues involved. 


GIVE THE DEVIL HIS DUE. “Owing the 
progress the sciences psychology and physio- 
logy are able exonerate Satan much that 
was formerly attributed him,” writes Father 
Thomas Gerrard “Cords Adam” (page 153). 
The statement might possibly perturb those the 
unco’guid who maintain that the trouble with most 
these degenerate days that have not 
sufficient faith the devil; but surely one who 
all competent judge but will heartily and 
unequivocally endorse the learned priest’s conten- 
tion. has been the immemorial custom the 
godly make the devil convenient scapegoat for 
anything and everything undesirable which they 
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could not instantly explain away natural means. 
Psychology and physiology, their modern appli- 
cations, have this instance done real service 
holy religion. They have not, the hasty might 
too hastitly conclude, quite explained away. Satan 
and his wiles; they have even, Father Gerrard 
says the same place, “confirmed the truth rev- 
elation that much must set down his evil in- 
fluence”; but the modern sciences have most cer- 
tainly brought home thinking minds the convic- 
tion that not Satan but disordered bodies and minds 
are responsible for what used regarded 
supernatural manifestations diabolical malignity. 

might take familiar instance. Readers 
the lives some the saints will recall the per- 
fectly grotesque temptations which often assailed 
those holy men and the tenacity with which those 
evil suggestions persisted despite fasting and pray- 
er. cheerfully conceded, appease the 
scrupulous and the timid, that the devil may pos- 
sily have had something with such cases; but 
any student modern psychology will tell you that 
one very material factor the problem was the 
habit the victims had employing suppression 
rather than substitution sublimation. don’t 
get rid evil impulse merely suppressing 
it, but only diverting the impulse into legitimate 
channels. 


WHEN THEY TALK ABOUT US. 
amount anything all are bound, sooner 
later—generally sooner and later—to hear that 
are made the objects adverse criticism. And 
the way react such criticism shows what man- 
ner men are. 

“talk back”? lose sleep and ap- 
petite? seek console ourselves reflect- 
ing that our critics are unkind incompetent? 
sulk and develop the blues and threaten give 
everything? are very weak indeed, 
and unless speedily change our manners can 
play effective part life. 

Much wiser are assume, even the face 
strong evidence the contrary, that our critics 
mean well. Not all gossip the outcome malice 
aforethought. consider the affair quite im- 
the man who lets his feeling run away 
with him when adversely even unfairly 
criticized will never get any good out the experi- 
ence. Maybe our critics are maybe they 
are not. they are not competent, if, put 
colloquially, they don’t know what they’re talking 
about, then can dismiss their comments pretty 
much brush off irritating flies. they are 
competent, then might profitably give their stric- 
tures careful consideration. may right, 
they may wrong; well for find out 
which. 


CRITICISM ASPECT. magazine which cer- 
tainly knows much about adverse criticism both 
given and received, recently printed this sapient 
comment: 

“Censure and criticism never hurt anybody. 
false, they cannot harm you unless you are wanting 
character. And true, they show man his 
weak points, and forewarn him against failure and 
trouble.”

That say, nobody 
Brother Leo, can draw list sub- 
jects and confidently assert: takes this 
pedagogical prescription will liberally educated.” 
And the proof easily supplied. Look the fairly 
large number men who have pursued higher 
studies famous universities, and yet who are 
neither educated nor liberal! 


the educative process were merely mechan- 
ical thing, the student were just sort recep- 
tacle into which you could pour much Greek, 
much Latin, much science, much philos- 
ophy, shake well and serve-—then, indeed, might 
with scientific certainty foretell the results. For 
the results would issue from the subjects 
whereas liberal education—or indeed any 
kind education—the results issue from the stu- 
dent’s reaction the cultural stimuli afforded 
the subjects which the student happens 
exposed. 

Let us, then, get this straight and strong: 
liberal education has its center activity, not 
the subjects studied, but the human being who does 
the studying. Many liberally educated men have 
academic degrees after their names, and were 
debarred from certain studies often supposed 
absolutely essential liberal education. 

But if, the one hand, liberal education de- 
pends less what you study than you, must 
not, the other hand, rush the conclusion that 
makes difference what you study, that one 
subject good another, that linguistic disci- 
pline, for instance, can adequately secured 
from the study Spanish from the study 
Greek. Not all. That the other extreme. 

Perhaps shall most readily get the correct 
view the matter consider the several sub- 
jects articles diet, the educative process 
the digestive process, and liberal education 
perfect health. Now evident that, irrespective 
the kind food introduced into the stomach, 
the digestive process essentially dependent not 
the food but the eater. our man does not 
digest the food eats, his physical processes 
not function properly, his gastric juices 
not flow, then clear that, irrespective what 
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food offered him even what food puts 
into his stomach, far from enjoying good 
health. But digestive organs are functioning 
properly, digests the food eats, then 
well for look the kind and the variety 
food set before him. will probably get less 
benefit from dozen ice cream cones than from 
six-course dinner. 

All this really way prelude and way 
laying popular scholarly superstition. Let 
now proceed consider what liberal education 
really is. 

need not here dwell the education part 
it. know what education is; know that 
not merely accretion, but growth; 
know that concerns less what goes into the mind 
than what comes out it; know that has 
among several ends practical end, that enables 
one something. But what liberal educa- 
tion? And how does liberal education differ from 
ordinary education? 

would fascinating here into the his- 
tory the pedagogical application the word 
liberal; but must for the moment refrain. Let 
us, however, carefully look that word, liberal. 
comes course from libertas, liberty, freedom. 
consider some its uses, liberal arts. And 
perceive that, any rate, liberal education 
must have something with freedom. 

And are right. The liberal arts, such por- 
trait painting, were the labors which free man 
might engage; the servile arts, such painting 
fence, were labors suited only for slaves. That 
was the view the matter pagan times. And 
the view persisted through Christian times. next 
Sunday were take bucket whitewash and 
proceed daub the back fence, religious neigh- 
bors would scandalized and confessor would 
remind momentous things; but were 
don artist’s smock and spend the day working 
oil study Daniel Boone, nobody would ob- 
ject and all would well. the former case 
should engaged servile work; the latter 
should practicing one the liberal arts. 

far good. But get farther our 
scruttiny the term liberal education might lead 
misconceptions. unreflecting person, for ex- 
ample, might conclude that liberal education 
the sort academic training that relieves one from 
the necessity doing servile work; and though the 
statement would not untrue, would inade- 
quate. undeniable that one the advantages 
liberal education that generally saves 
from servile work. And most are glad 
that; for though all descant eloquently the 
dignity labor and rhapsodize over the beneficial 
effects contact with the soil, are nevertheless 
influenced the traditional conviction that servile 
work should done only slaves. may 
mock please the young man who says 
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wants secure white-collar job; most have 
white-collar jobs ourselves. 

But, while liberal education does indeed help 
other than servile work, that but 
accidental incidental effect it. The business 
school which trains expert accountants certainly 
lifts its graduates above the necessity servile 
work; yet the education they have secured cer- 
tainly not liberal education. What the ulti- 
mate explanation? 

Simply this: liberal education one that con- 
fers freedom. And does this, not preparing 
student for white-collar job, but striking 
off the chains that bind his mind. liberal educa- 
cation internal, personal matter. That 
where stands far apart from business educa- 
tion. Business education enables you some- 
thing; liberal education enables you free 
man. miss the whole point liberal educa- 
tion unless grasp that important distinction: 
liberal education not much concerned with 
what you with what you are. liberally 
educated man may have flat purse and calloused 
hands hickory shirt; but free man—a king 
among men, even though effectively incognito. 

Not only spiritually are men born 
lectually considered, come into this word utterly 
bound with the cords ignorance; and there 
blessed Sacrament Intellectual Baptism 
plunge suddenly into the cool light truth. 
During our childhood and youth are like people 
living dungeon; there may indeed sunlight 
the outer world and glorious expanses sea 
and sky and mystery-breathing forests and delect- 
able mountains and great caravanseries and marts 
trade, but they are but hearsay things. 
Manacles, forged early impressions and uncon- 
scious prejudices, bind our hands and feet; and even 
should try escape, our fellow prisoners would 
jeer and curse and even seek slay 
for our presumption. For, they argue, what 
good enough for them ought good enough 
for us. And happens that many men and 
women dwell the dungeon all their days. 

Now, can readily see that life that dun- 
geon, for all its limitations, need neither unhappy 
nor unprofitable. can sing and tell one another 
diverting stories, and don’t think about our 
ignorance and our limitations may get fairly 
well. can make articles various kinds and 
sell them and treasure the glittering coins re- 
ceive exchange for them. And the center 
our dungeon there hangs huge iron pot over the 
fire; and presently there will supper. 

That is, course, sort allegory; but rep- 
resents how the vast majority mankind really 
live. That how Plato long ago saw human life, 
and Roger Bacon with his famous classification 
illusions, and Francis Bacon with his four kinds 
idols. That the lot man earth bereft 
what call liberal education. And nothing 
can take its place. Industry will not; the denizens 
the dungeon will simply make more baskets 
necklaces. Piety will not; the dungeon still the 
dungeon even though the dwellers there lift their 
manacled hands toward the unseen and distant 
stars.

good religious usually makes good teacher. 
Religious teachers are rule, picked men and 
women; the cream the young people parish. 
The very fact that they were not satisfied with the 
ordinary Christian life, but have followed their ideal 
striving after higher perfection consecrating 
themselves entirely God’s service, stamps them 
superior characters. Idealists the truest sense, 
they have had the courage “to weave their ideals 
into human stuff the loom the real”, far from 
shirking any duty, they offer themselves without 
stint fulfill the law Christ “bearing one 
another’s burdens”. 

Follow such youth maiden into the hallowed 
precincts the novitiate—that training school 
the religious teacher. Here find environ- 
ment unequalled for molding ideal character— 
persons mostly unusual intelligence and in- 
nate refinement drawn together common aspira- 
tions and willing stake their all for the common 
good the institute which they hope be- 
come life member. the spirit their Institute, 
religious work together for earthly advantage 
gain, but solely for the glory God and the 
that the hallowed altruism which novices are 
actuated should develop wholesouled devotion 
their life work, that like St. Paul they should 
strive make themselves all all and win all 
Christ. 

matter what the name the Order the 
special spirit the Institute, all alike avow that 
their principal aim the personal sanctification 
its members the Following Christ. Teaching 
Orders interpret Christ their members the 
Ideal Teacher; and Him they are study during 
their Novitiate days, and knowing Him, they are 
present Him their pupils. This forming 
the novices the spirit Christ does not exclude 
the forming her the spirit her particular 
Order. 

first the education these ardent young souls 
largely contact and unconscious imitation. 
Eager, sensitive, responsive, the novice impercept- 
ibly acquires the best each her Sisters Reli- 
gion has offer, and the silence and recollection 
the cloister assimilates one year more than 
could possibly learned amid the distraction 
the world three four years. Aside from this 
indirect educational influence, there usually car- 
ried out the novitiate training school system- 
atic curriculum which, course, the religious 
spiritual predominates; but all tends the 
training religious teacher. One cannot say 
that the twop hases training, the religious and 
the pedagogical, are ever dissociated. Just the 
religious and the teacher form but one personality, 
the training the one cannot separated from the 
training the other. Much the teaching 
occasional and incidental, arising out the ordi- 
nary routine exercises and duties incumbent 


each aspirant the religious life. personal, in- 
dividual touch given novitiate training schools 
which could not had outside. Teacher and 
taught never lose sight one another day and 
day out, and sympathetic and direct contact re- 
mains established factor the whole time 
training, which seldom less than two years and 
very often more. 

The pedagogical value such training can hard- 
overestimated. When consider that no- 
vices not enter the convent earn livelihood 
but lead consecrated lives, one can readily judge 
the quality the response such training. 
Self-development and self-sacrifice hand hand, 
not carried for time but through life. 
The religious teacher never considers herself 
sufficiently educated. While she continues teach, 
she rule held prepare herself for her office 
the most enlightened manner. quote from 
the Constitutions the Dominican Sisters, Chap- 
ter XII, Section “As our Institute has for its 
principal scope the education children, the Sis- 
ters must not neglect their obligation fit them- 
selves the best their ability for this important 
work; and for the futherance this object, let 
Superiors take care provide their subjects who 
are engaged teaching, with necessary advantages 
and sufficient time for study, far the means 
the Convent will permit.” This constant appli- 
cation keeps the mind from deteriorating and keeps 
the teachers abreast the educational thought 
the day. Though truth and religion are unchang- 
ing, yet viewpoints change and progress meth- 
constant. St. Thomas has not been improved 
upon but has been interpreted and adapted 
meet present day needs education. Modern edu- 
cators have but delved into the past and made new 
applications. There not educational method 
principle that has not been given the world 
its greatest teacher, Christ, used the Church, 
the Educator the ages, and handed down re- 
ligious teachers priceless yet must 
admit that sometimes Catholic educators were sat- 
isfied with merely possessing this heritage, and the 
children darkness were wiser their generation 
than the children light. Never before the his- 
tory the Church has there been more urgent 
need corps well trained teachers our Cath- 
olic schools. True is, that the habit inspires 
respect and that there grace office which 
makes for many deficiencies when our lack 
proper equipment not culpable. The habit spells 
for the child all that holy, and wonderful, and 
learned. The Sister the embodiment every 
virtue and science. Woe us, Sisters Jesus, 
don’t measure the child’s expectation 
us. Wecan power good them all through 
their lives and help shape them, but retain 
their confidence. make ourselves more fit, 
must not disdain use worldly wisdom and call 
our aid.

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schools been established and the curricula been en- 
riched with distinctly professional subjects, always, 
however, subordinated but very often correlated 
with the fundamental training the religious no- 
vice; namely, the attendance mass and the re- 
ception the Sacraments, the medita- 
tions, spiritual reading, and examination con- 
science, recitation the office, the practice 
mortifications, silence and recollection, and man- 
ual labor. Each moment the day accounted 
for, and consequently the novice trained me- 
thodical work and habits order. Her very medi- 
tations afford the best mind training and affect her 
dere.” spiritual readings open new visions 
and nourish her heart and mind, which purely in- 
tellectual food would tend dry up.

II. Definition, Scope, and Advantage Method. 


The words method and methods are not entirely 
new you; but may that, just because their 
being rather familiar terms, you miss the very 
point wish bring out; namely, that the stu- 
dent the laws and technique teaching discrimi- 
nates between method and methods, that ap- 
plies the former that general procedure applic- 
able all educative processes direct and indirect 
whether management the art imparting 
knowledge. Methods the other hand are devices 
and aids instruction which facilitate the impart- 
ing certain branches knowledge giving per- 
cepts that make for clear concepts ideas the 
given subject. Both method and methods imply 
orderly procedure according certain psycho- 
logical principles and this wider sense shall 
understand “General Methods” this and the fol- 
lowing talks. 


You say teacher methodical teaching when 
she takes into consideration the aim the lesson, 
the subject matter and last but not least, the child 
taught. Therefore, method presumes prepar- 
ation the part the teacher and calls for great 
inventiveness. two lessons may taught alike 
for two successive terms the same another 
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group children, because the matter the lessons 
subject change, the weather must consid- 
ered influences the children’s receptivity, and 
other special circumstances may enter which would 
require that particular lesson treated par- 
ticular manner. Method will keep you your 
subject. will prevent you from wandering 
afield. word, time saver. But young 
teachers should bear mind that tyrannical meth- 
ods frustrate instead accomplish the purpose 
the live teacher. Experience will teach you more 
than books and lectures method. Theories 
learned Normal School must tried out and 
changed with varying conditions. Circumstances 
may arise that will call for complete change 
presentation lesson even entire change 
subject. Flexibility especially advisable pri- 
mary grades. Pestalozzi’s viewpoint obtains 
longer the schools. The lessons are for the 
child, and not the child for the lessons. 


primary teacher must inventive. 
preparation she must foresee difficulties she may 
have meet, she must foresee equipment she may 
have make procure. method that was used 
with success one class one teacher does not 
necessarily insure the same results another class 
under different circumstances. Stereotyped 
ods are deadening and uninteresting. You must 
enliven them with your spirit and adapt them 
the particular aim, time, subject and grade. 

III. Catholic School Methods. 

Not very far back deplorable lack progres- 
sive methods the teaching Religion was ap- 
parent many otherwise up-to-date Catholic 
Schools. was taught matter course. The 
Catechism was conveniently divided into questions 
and answers, which the children were required 
memorize dutifully home, and then recite per- 
functorily the first period the morning. The poor 
teacher and the poorer children many schools 
then laid religion aside for the rest the day, sat- 
isfied that the most uninteresting, though most im- 
portant obligation, had been taken care of. What 
anomaly what Catholic School should be! 
But those teachers and pupils were not entirely 
blame. For while educators had been busy contriv- 
ing means adapt the teaching the three R’s 
the curriculum the minds the children, the 
fourth rather the first R—Religion—was not 
taken into account all. 

Modern method applied the teaching the 
most important all Catholic School subjects had 
but few opponents and fewer followers, until those 
teachers par excellence, the Catholic priests, began 
give thought and attention the higher 
seats learning.* Now, thank God, the Catholic 
Normal School pupil finds methods Religion side 
side with methods Reading, Writing and 
Arithmetic. prided ourselves using the most 
enlightened methods teach arithmetic and geog- 
raphy, but had yet learn the raison d’etre the 
Catholic School was not keep pace with the non- 
Catholic educational systems the country, but 
surpass them that aimed educate the whole 
child morally, mentally, and physically.

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Superficial Talk Superficial Knowledge 


All teachers have listen many thoughtless 
remarks regarding the superficial instruction given 
the schools. Have those who use the term 
perfectly clear and definite idea what they mean 
it? and could they state exactly what degree 
knowledge would remove the stigma superficial 
knowledge and establish the claim profound 
knowledge? teacher may know just how much 
work required complete given course in- 
struction but the end, will any two 
persons agree deciding whether the students have 
have not obtained thorough knowledge ge- 
ometry? 


these days advanced science, when every 
branch learning has reached such degree 
development that the longest lifetime hardly suf- 
ficient master single science, can any one but 
specialist pretend possess “thorough” knowl- 
edge any.one particular subject? and who would 
presume claim profound knowledge all 
even several subjects? All this seems self-evident 
yet the charge “superficial knowledge” con- 
stantly made against young children with their lim- 
ited years and opportunities, and the charge 
brought against the 
schools; though the poor harassed teachers are do- 
ing their best satisfy the demands exacting 
school-inspectors, parents, and trustees, all whom 
have their pet theories, and their favorite branch 
knowledge taught “thoroughly,” the 
exclusion some other studies which other inspec- 
tors insist shall taught “thoroughly,” while every 
kind “superficial knowledge” must carefully 
guarded against. The children may not have the 
advantage receiving more than grammar school 
education, possibly year two the high 
school; yet they are expected have “thorough 
knowledge” every study the curriculum, and 
“superficial knowledge” any. consum- 
mation devoutly wished,” but impossible 
realization, even for the most precocious “infant 
phenomenon.” 


Many experienced teachers, wishing for greater 
thoroughness her pupils’ attainments, would like 
reduce the number studies required, and con- 
centrate their efforts few the more neces- 
sary ones. But then new difficulty presents it- 
self: which are the relatively important studies? 
One parent school inspector insists certain 
branches, and another quite different ones. 


Occasionally some distinguished 
stranger visits our school, and offers address the 
students. has traveled extensively, and dis- 
courses learnedly various places interest 
Asia, Africa and New Zealand; questioning some 
his young hearers shocked discover that 
they are unable tell him instantly the popula- 
tion Yokohama and plores their “superficial 
zealous missionary who his way Yeung- 
kong and Kochow, and mildly surprised that the 
pupils have very vague idea those interesting 
places and whether the natives are black, brown 
yellow. their departure, console our 


pupils with the welcome information that Yoko- 
hama was destroyed earthquake short time 
ago, and they are delighted think that they have 
one city less remember with the number its 
population. 

another occasion our classes are inspected 
gentleman whose hobby history. gives 
the children much learned information about the 
ancient empires Assyria and Egypt, their monu- 
ments and rules; putting some questions, 
astonished and unfavorably impressed because some 
the younger students are not familiar with the 
story Tut-ankh-Amen and all his while 
the young people are secretly wishing that this 
royal mummy had been left repose his tomb 
and not brought the surface give them an- 
other chapter history study. 

few weeks later, hear that our city 
honored gathering distinguished educa- 
tors from all parts the country for “Teachers’ 
Convention.” communicate the news our 
pupils and remind them how they should behave 
during the coming know what 
happen: between the sessions, the distinguished 
educators will visit the important schools the 
city, and make teachers and pupils lose their time 
while counseling the children lose time 
school but profit every moment store their 
minds with valuable knowledge; etc., etc. 

expected, the delegates arrive, and, their 
request, conduct them through the building. 
soon learn that one specialist natural 
history, and dwells the importance teach- 
ing that subject thorough and practical man- 
ner. begs the privilege putting few ques- 
tions our “bright-eyed and intelligent pupils,” 
and does so; but, alas! loses his good opinion 
their intelligence when some them fail re- 
call promptly the important fact whether spiders 
have six legs eight. perceive the accusation 
written plainly his countenance, “Superficial in- 
struction 

Another delegate interested voice culture, 
and desires know our pupils receive due in- 
struction Solfeggio and kindred subjects. 
satisfy him that point, and proceeds exhort 
the children notice the beautiful harmonies 
nature: Why see the worthless moving- 
picture shows when they can roam through the 
verdant fields, and, amid the charming environment 
flowers and rivulets, listen the enchanting 
songs the dear little The children listen 
politely, but not seem wholly convinced the 
superiority nature’s charms over the movies. 

pass the High School Department, and 
arrive the Class Literature. One the “dis- 
tinguished educators,” who has thus far shown but 
languid interest the classes, now brightens 
and prepares aim his artillery the pupils. The 
teacher not unduly alarmed, for general 
rule, young people like literature, and she believes 
that they will credit themselves. The gentle- 
man proceeds question them the English au- 
thors from Chauser Francis Thompson, and 
fairly satisfied with the results, until one unfortu- 
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nate student unable name the author the 
poetic thought, “The modest water saw its God and 
blushed.” And Catholic poet, too! what disgrace- 
ful ignorance! (Now, honestly, kind reader, you 
—unless you are teacher literature—do you 
know who wrote that line?) But allowance 
made for youth, stress work, lapse memory: 
another instance “superficial knowledge.” 

After earnest exhortation “thorough” 
our work and avoid superficial instruction, our 
visitors depart. 

The following day, another set “distinguished 
educators” favor with visit. soon dis- 
cover that one gentleman’s hobby etymology— 
“the key language and consequently all knowl- 
edge,” declares, and trusts the children have 
been thoroughly grounded this most important 
branch education. modestly assert that 
believe our pupils are fairly good spelling and 
grammar, but that the complete mastery etym- 
ology requires considerable time, and their educa- 
tion not yet very far advanced. But surely, 
declares, the students are able trace the word 
daisy back the form day’s-eye Chaucer’s time; 
and remember that the adjective stentorian comes 
from Stentor, the Trojan herald who, according 
Homer, had voice equal that fifty men and 
could heard several miles away; and surely the 
pupil who uses the word maudlin appreciates the 
deep significance that word, and traces the 
name Magdalen, then recalls the French form 
Madeleine, who represented weeping the 
early works art, and the pupils will course 
see the connection between that idea and the fa- 
miliar French saying, “pleurer comme une Made- 
leine.” all beautifully simple, interesting, 
and instructive. The children begin wonder 
their old friends cat and dog have equally long 
pedigree. The younger pupils look dismayed, fear- 
ful personal examination but some the older 
and wiser ones who have read about the village 
schoolmaster “The Deserted Village” assume 
air intense interest and admiration these 
“words learned length and thundering sound,” 
and, like the “gazing rustics ranged around,” put 
flattering air wonder, “That one small head 
should carry all knew.” This device succeeds 
admirably, and the learned philologist, gratified 
the wondering admiration has aroused, refrains 
from testing the pupils’ knowledge the beauti- 
fully simple and instructive history words. 

Another gentleman professor science, and 
asks visit our laboratories physics and chem- 
istry. assent readily, are rather proud 
our well equipped laboratories. But our pre- 
sumption soon checked, for remember with 
dismay that have failed purchase the latest 
volumes regarding theory Relativity 
and the four dimensions,—or are there five? ad- 
mit “superficial knowledge” this latest con- 
tribution science; but console myself with the 
thought that, while writing, some other emi- 
nent scientists are contradicting it, and offering 
their own “latest contribution” scientific knowl- 
and next year’s scientists will deny the state- 
ments this year’s. Yet the poor young heads 
our students must crammed with all these di- 
vergent theories they are escape the imputa- 
tion being “superficial.” The ancient philoso- 
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phers talked “golden mean”; surely, there 
degree information between ignorance and thor- 
ough knowledge which pupils may attain physics 
and chemistry and which will practical use 
them after life, without demanding them 
the knowledge specialist. 


The same principle holds good with regard 
other studies. Would even professor history 
claim complete and thorough knowledge the 
history every age and country since the creation 
man? Yet certainly knowledge the main 
facts, events, personages, and tendencies the hu- 
man race different times and places very desir- 
able and instructive. How many persons have 
“thorough knowledge” even their own country’s 
history? Certainly not our young people who can 
devote but few hours week during few years 
school life this interesting study. Yet may 
they not become acquainted with the characters 
Washington and Lincoln? with the men and causes 
that framed our Constitution, the conditions and 


influences that developed our country and 


its destiny? 

there one subject more than others which 
Catholic teachers would like “thorough” 
certainly the teaching religion; yet here 
another difficulty confronts us. Our aim in- 
struct the pupils first the principles morality 
and the doctrines our religion explained 
their little Catechism, then more complete book 
Christian also wish include Bible 
lessons the Old and the New Testament and 
the History the Church. work out carefully 
plan study which all these subjects will 
receive due attention, being taught throughout the 
course from the primary class through the grammar 
grades the last year high school. The theory 
perfect, but rests the supposition that all 
our pupils remain with from the primary grade 
the twelfth, fourth year high school. How 
often does this happen? Amid present conditions, 
the constant change residence our populace, 
the necessity going work before the stu- 
dents have completed their school course, the chil- 
dren may remain with few years the primary 
grades and then depart; they may start the 
public schools and come for some the gram- 
mar grades, and then elsewhere; they may 
have been unfavorably circumstanced that they 
receive almost their only Catholic instruction dur- 
ing few years one our high schools. Under 
these conditions, how can our excellent program 
carried out? Every zealous teacher, eager for the 
moral education her pupils, deplores these cir- 
cumstances, but they are beyond her control. Fre- 
quently, mothers bring their little sons the Sis- 
ters for religious instruction before First Commu- 
nion, remarking that the boy must afterwards 
the public school, his father, perhaps non- 
Catholic, insists upon it. this poor child, the 
age seven eight, receives more religious 
instruction, except perhaps what may pick 
from casual attendance once week some Sun- 
day School. pitiful state affairs, surely; but 
who blame for his “superficial knowledge” 
his religion? Let our “distinguished educators” dis- 
cuss these problems with the parents, and find the 
solution—if they can.

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Education Information

Which are our pupils obtaining, education 
information? Which the two teachers 
ourselves possess? Nay, are even cognizant, 
least conscious, the difference existing be- 
tween the one and the other? Perhaps the dic- 
tionary may help realize this difference 
giving simple definition the terms. “Educa- 
tion,” tells us, “is the act process training 
prescribed course study”; information “is 
the communication reception knowledge.” 
our readers were willing think out the differences 
implied these definitions, this paper might end 
here. Since, however, the modern tendency 
purchase ready-made thoughts well ready- 
made clothes, may well make the paper 
somewhat longer. 

Intellectual education, the only one that in- 
tend consider, defined “the development 
the mind’s power know the truth.” (The Psy- 
chological Principles Education Herman Har- 
rell Horne; Ph. The Macmillan Company.) 
follows from this that the educator must not only 
give knowledge, information, but must also train 
the mind grasp it. The importance the power 
know, contrasted with the mere knowledge 
certain facts theories, seems self-evident. The 
first opens the door all knowledge and limited 
only far man’s intellect the second 
best fragmentary and, itself, does nothing 
toward further development. Yet how often does 
this power know lie dormant within both teach- 
ers and pupils who have been given certain 
amount information but true sense edu- 
cated! 

The intellect the instrument means which 
obtain knowledge and the development our 
skill the use this instrument helped sen- 
sation, perception, memory, imagination, conception, 
judgment, and reasoning. Notice, please, that mem- 
ory, the alpha and the omega many course 
study, comes only third the list. 

The senses are, were, the doors our inner 
self; lack use makes their hinges rusty, their 
movements slow and heavy, and thus renders less 
easv and less complete our communication with the 
world around us. the other hand, much 
edge may gained cultivating habits per- 
sonal observation and allowing our own mind 
interpret our own sensations. Just here might 
added word helpful the reflective teacher. Fa- 
depends repeated perceptions, monot- 
ony, perceptions too often repeated, feeling 
strangeness novel perceptions, interest and 
curiosity novel perceptions similar old ones. 
noted, also, that the mind acquires the 
individual notion before the general, the concrete 
before the abstract, the material before the mental. 
preparing lesson, therefore, the teacher should 
select its essential and logically related points and 
present them her pupils with clearness, vividness, 
force, and illustration. Dr. Horne says, his book 
already quoted, that “the teaching lesson must 
make its individual notions stand out like the fea- 
tures the countenance.” 

pupils grow older and certain amount 


introspection becomes natural, inner well outer 
perception should cultivated. Literature and his- 
tory offer excellent material for study the human 
self. must remember, too, that doing 
learn perceive well do. Who more swift 
perceive slight changes color than the painter, 
such variations rhythm than the poet? But 
the mind should trained not only perceive 
but also that is, mentally assimi- 
late sensation obtain perception which 
our new knowledge modified our old and our 
old knowledge our new. It-is this capability 
classifying thing, relating other things, 
that makes comprehend it. Moreover this capa- 
bility tends excite our interest, give unity 
our knowledge, and stimulate further effort 
making conscious our own power. The 
wise teacher studies the development this capa- 
bility her pupils that she may teach them from 
their own plane rather than from hers. less 
difficult, though perhaps not easy, for her reach 
down them than for them reach her. 
Here might touch upon the question cor- 
relation. Both teaching and learning would become 
much simpler each lesson given subject were 
correlated with the preceding one, one subject 
were correlated with another. example 
correlated subjects, take history and geography. 
teaching war, for instance, why not make the pu- 
pils familiar with the topography the country 
which the battles are fought and with the geo- 
graphical features the nations war? 

Memory, factor education, may over- 
rated underrated. While unwise culti- 
vate the exclusion the other mental func- 
tions, also foolish maintain that has 
value. has served long and faithfully and there 
much truth the old saying, “Tantum scimus 
quantum memoria tenemus.” seems that 
memory should always yoked with understand- 
ing and that, working together, they make ideal 
team. Perhaps stronger argument can of- 
fered favor memory than the light thrown 
upon the present and the future the memory-held 
knowledge the past. That memory some 
importance would appear evident from the “memory 
systems,” mnemonics, and artificial devices for 
memory training now vogue. Possibly the time 
devoted the study such “systems” might 
more profitably employed strengthening the 
memory natural means. These means would in- 
clude attention our physical health, avoidance 
brain fatigue, making our first impression vivid, 
repeating first impressions when necessary, under- 
standing what wish remember, studying prop- 
erly, and thinking. 

With regard health, all know how difficult 
remember things when are poor phys- 
ical condition; hence the evil results, far mem- 
ory concerned, poor food, lack exercise, bad 
air, improper clothing, and worry. Brain fatigue 
shrinks the brain cells half their normal size. 
“In this condition our associations are fewer 
quantity, poorer quality, slower revival, and 
incoherent related each other. Any one who 
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has sat half the night preparing for exami- 
nation the next day will recognize this description.” 
(The Psychological Principles Education Her- 
man Harrell Horne, Ph. The Macmillan Com- 
pany.) Moderate exercise, however, good for the 
requires not infrequent long vacations but 
frequent short ones, such are afforded regular 
and sufficient nightly sleep. First impressions that 
are vivid, definite, and exact are the only ones like- 
thing that enables keep it. Repetition good 
provided not mechanical. Each time that 
repeat thing should endeavor understand 
more thoroughly, see from some new view- 
point. The importance understanding aid 
memory can hardly exaggerated. While 
may not have complete understanding some- 
thing that memorize, would foolish 
Horne, “The Psychological Principles Educa- 
tion,” tells little girl who was asked she un- 
derstood what she was learning. sir,” she 
answered, “we have much learn that don’t 
have time understand it.” not possible that 
some our pupils could make the same answer? 
Studying properly, are tempted call lost 
art. Instead yieldjng this temptation, shall 
suggest method studying that ourselves 
have found productive good results. (1) 
Read carefully all the matter studied. This 
gives general idea whole. (2) Read 
the matter again, separating the whole into its es- 
sential parts; concentrate attention the main 
points, letting each these points sink into your 
consciousness; realize the ideas that the words ex- 
note the relation the essential parts one 
another. (3) While reading the matter for the 
second time, jot down your note book the chief 
points, the striking ideas expressions. (4) Close 
the text-book, think the matter over, ruminate until 
there rises your consciousness vision the 
unitary whole. Then, and then only, will you have 
really studied and made the matter your own. 
Thinking, our last memory help, the secret 
logical memory, the kind which may de- 
pend. When think, associate things; ar- 
range our consciousness, were, placing each 
thing where belongs. Even some given mo- 
ment are unable recall certain matters, 
can least think them out. 

Memory may helped indirectly training in- 
terest, attention, and intelligent perception; these 
are the acquiring and assimilative powers the 
mind. also important learn forget the 
unessential things the past since, doing, 
obtain firmer hold the essential and gain 
mental perspective. Learning heart good 
when stands for the exact repetition what the 
intelligence has previously grasped. bad when 
represents mere rattling off words with prac- 
tically thought their meaning. 
anti-examination process familiar 
teachers and students, abuse rather than use 
the memory. Knowledge acquired this pro- 
cess may repeated, but not applied; hence the 
futility preparing for examination cram- 
ming the night before; hence, too, the advisability 
giving examination questions that will test the 
judgment well the memory the students. 
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The giving such questions will call for some 
amount reasoning probably the only means 
overcoming the pupils’ all too prevalent tendency 
satisfied with unassimilated knowledge, lost 
almost soon acquired. 

The imagination receives too little attention 
many our schools. Making great distinction 
between fact and fancy childhood, idealizing 
youth, imagination becomes disciplined manhood 
and the hall mark the painter, the poet, the 
inventor, the discoverer, the leaders finance and 
industry. wise for the teacher study the 
different types imagination prevailing among her 
pupils. The visual type child remembers best what 
has seen, the audile type what has heard, the 
motor type what has done, the tactile type what 
has touched. Since, however, the normal pupil 
belongs some extent all the types, the teacher 
should appeal all the senses. Moreover only 
doing that she can reach each the types 
sure found large class. Not only the 
reproductive but also the productive powers the 
pupils should exercised the writing original 
stories, the making original drawings, etc. Above 
all, the pupils must taught avoid the disor- 
dered imagination furnished the reading im- 
moral foolish literature. Better train them 
bestow their sympathy upon some real person 
distress than waste upon some fictitious hero 
heroine. the teacher herself, well ordered 
imagination delightful thing. causes the 
lights fancy play over the sombre fields 
knowledge even the sun darts its rays over 
toil-worn, weary world. 

Conception the knowledge general, per- 
ception the knowledge individual, objects. 
Through perception, add our store knowl- 
edge; through conception, think this store 
new ways. illustrate. perceive gold 
ring; conceive gold general. may con- 
ceive even that which does not exist, mountains 
gold; that which cannot comprehend, 
the infinite. All definitions are concepts; all prob- 
lems imply conception. The pupil’s mind should 
stimualted conceive for conceiving not only 
higher power than perceiving but also mental 
economy, since resolves many particulars into 
few unities. Furthermore, renders possible the 
power inducing and deducing, which shall 
consider under the caption reasoning; condi- 
tions the development science, art, and morals, 
all which involve general principles; and finally, 
encourages our efforts fertilize our minds. 
order stimulate the consciousenss the pupil 
conceive, the teacher should conceptualize the 
lesson, New material should presented singly 
that may perceived, then gathered together 
whole means some general unifying no- 
tion: put another way, the facts that are 
should explained and interpreted principles, 
thus giving general notion concept what 
being taught. Pupils should trained seek the 
relations existing between cause and effect, cul- 
tivate the art correct defining, since the definition 
thing sums one’s knowledge it, and finally 
learn conceive acting. How different the 
concept teaching obtained from course peda-

How should she, pitiful with mortality, 
Try the wide peace that felicity 
With ripples her perplexed shaken heart, 
And hints human ecstasy, human smart, 
And whispers the lonely weight she bore, 
And how her womb within was hers more 
And length hers?

LESSON PREPARATION NECESSARY. 
Rev. James Higgins. 

Not many months ago, attended conference 
“Educational Methods.” The lecturer was 
well-known educator experience and ability. For 
number years has been assistant superin- 
tendent schools one the large cities our 
country, and during that time has had ample 
opportunity study the conditions that bring about 
efficiency teaching. 

the beginning his lecture said, “Though 
here speak you about methods teach- 
ing, want say first all that firm con- 
viction that one the chief obstacles efficiency 
teaching the present time the lack lesson- 
preparation the part too many teachers.” 

These words had jarring effect those pres- 
ent. Some the teachers told after the con- 
ference that they felt like telling the lecturer that 
was mistaken. The lecturer, however, kept 


talking, and before long had convinced 


person the audience that was quite right 
saying that the lack lesson-preparation one 
the chief obstacles efficiency teaching. 

Some readers The Catholic School Journal may 
feel like denying things said this other arti- 
cles the paper. these would say, “Look 
the matter under consideration from different view- 
points. Think over quietly and dispassionately. 
Discuss with other teachers. See what recog- 
nized educators say about the matter. If, after all 
this, you not see your way agree with 
position, shall pleased answer any objections 
that you send me.” 

too well acquainted with religoius teachers 
accuse them indifference, lack interest, 
sloth. realize how hard they labor from early 
morning till the night bell rings. know that many 
them are most conscientious the preparation 
the lessons for the next day. will even fur- 
ther and say that the religious teachers body 
have done and are doing remarkable work our 
schools. 

Nevertheless, there always room for improve- 
ment; and this improvement will come when every 
teacher our schools firmly convinced that 
necessary prepare each lesson, history, 
geography, grammar, religion, any other subject 
the curriculum. the matter important 
enough placed the course study, stands 
reason that the lesson that subject should 
prepared the teacher that she may present 
the pupils such way that will appeal 
strongly them—that will arouse their interest, 
and that will get them thinking about it. 

Bear mind that the preparation the lesson 
means more than merely mastering the assignment. 
includes moreover consideration the best and 
the most efficient method presenting the lesson 
the different members the class that the 
pupils may readily grasp with the least expen- 
diture time and energy. 

Nearly all the teachers our schools are called 
upon teach the important subject religion. Yet 
how few them prepare the lessons religion 
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thoroughly they ought? Why this so? The 
principal reason this: many teachers not real- 
ize the necessity preparing each lesson, and espe- 
cially the lesson religion. Some them are 
satisfied the different pupils can give the answers 
found the Catechism. With such teachers, the 
study religion chiefly matter memory. 
They merely think the present. This the type 
teaching that has but little influence mould- 
ing the character the pupils. This the kind 
training that tends give the children dis- 
taste for the study religion. This method 
religious instruction explains why too many young 
men and young women the present day have but 
imperfect knowledge the doctrines and his- 
tory the Catholic Church. 

surely about time that all our teachers real- 
ized that the question-and-answer method teach- 
ing religion far from satisfactory. Too many 
things that the pupils not understand have 
memorized. know that some the old pastors 
used say, and perhaps they say still, all 
the children memorize the text. They will under- 
stand later on.” This mere assumption. The 
children may understand what they memorize later 
on, and still they may not understand it. that 
the pupils memorize many things that they not 
understand. 

the Catechism lesson, the teacher should first 

all explain both the question and the answer, 
better still have them explained the members 
the class. This being done, she will find that 
the pupils can memorize the text with one-half the 
effort, and what more they will have better un- 
derstanding what they recite. The lesson will 
mean more them, and they will more apt 
There doubt but that religion the most 
important subject the curriculum. the foun- 
dation, were, all the other branches taught. 
When all our teachers realize fully the importance 
this subject, and when they prepare well each les- 
son, our children will become more interested 
the study religion, and, after years, they will 
become better exponents the teachings Chris- 
tianity. 

not the experience number teachers 
that many our boys and girls are not particularly 
interested the study religion? not this 
deplorable fact? tells tale that does not speak 
very highly for the teacher. shows that some- 
thing wrong. Had such teacher enriched the 
contents dry and uninteresting text-book 
certain amount correlative information obtained 
during the preparation the lesson, the boys and 
girls her class would have different opinion 
the study religion. 

Practically all our teachers have the commu- 
nity room enough reference books prepare 
well any lesson religion. Besides the public li- 
brary will pleased give any religious teacher 
special card which she may obtain four five 
books one time. 

When the teacher has secured the desired infor- 
mation from various reference books, the next thing 
done organize and evaluate the informa- 
tion thus obtained, and then decide how present 
the pupils that will make deep and 
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lasting their minds. 

have spoken about the study religion, be- 
cause its importance the curriculum, but un- 
fortunately not the only subject that not 
sufficiently prepared all teachers. Take, for 
example, the study geography. you not know 
teachers who are satisfied they merely read the 
assigned lesson two three times? this suf- 
ficient preparation? Such teachers not bother 
themselves thinking the most efficient way 
presenting these geographical facts the pupils. 
not this very important consideration? 

Every teacher who desires efficient teach- 
ing must prepare well each lesson that she has 
teach. makes difference how many years’ 
experience teacher may may have had. mat- 
ters not how many degrees are attached her 
name. She may Master Arts Doctor 
Philosophy, yet she must prepare every lesson 
order efficient teaching. 

must admitted, however, that the more 
academical and professional knowledge the teacher 
has the easier will the preparation the dif- 
ferent lessons. The teacher’s experience moreover 
will great assistance. But neither these 
excuses teacher from preparing each lesson. 

far have spoken the work the teacher 
regards the educational progress the pupils. 
This undoubtedly the most important phase 
the subject. Yet not the only one. not 
true that any teacher who the habit pre- 
paring her lessons for the coming day grows in- 
tellectually and pedagogically? Does not every 
thought that she gives the preparation her 
lessons help her become more proficient the 
art and the science teaching? Does not make 
her more efficient teacher? Does not enhance 
her service for God and country? 

“This all very well,” hear some teacher say. 
“Where the time for the preparation the dif- 
ferent lessons come from?” will answer this 
objection saying, “If you have the right kind 
superior—a superior that truly interested 
education, superior who realizes the importance 
preparing every lesson, superior who wishes 
your work the class room successful—she 
will see that you have ample time for this im- 
portant work.”

beautiful fairy who sits outside our dungeon for 
while and sings alluring songs, and who, after 
are really interested the matter, brings file 
and crowbar and rope ladder and few such 
things. But, most emphatically, this fairy not 
like the angel who led Saint Peter out prison. 
The angel, you will remember, just touched Peter 
and the gyves fell from his hands. Our liberal edu- 
cation fairy works miracles, performs magic. 
She gives the means escape from our dungeon. 
But above all she somehow implants our heart 
mighty desire free. That really her great- 
est though most impalpable gift, for without 
her files and crowbars would but little 
avail. 

Perhaps can now see more clearly the ab- 
surdity the view that such and such studies, and 
they alone, constitute the materials liberal edu- 
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cation. thought there were only one way 
freeing our hands and feet and climbing out our 
dungeon! Yet the same time well re- 
member that rope ladder well made better than 
flimsy apology for one, and that the braten track 
escape will enable us.to conserve our strength 
and make better time. 

But ever and always the main thing get 
out. Ever and always the influence the fairy 
exerted that end. There are some gentlemen 
the dungeon who never fail summer nights 
give attentive ear the fairy’s song. But they 
stop there. And there are some other gentlemen 
—pompous old fellows with beetling eyebrows— 
who lecture the younger generation the import- 
ance climbing out the dungeon; but they are 
busy lecturing they have time climb out 
And there are still other gentlemen 
who have acquired formidable collection files 
and crowbars and rope ladders which they like 
show all who will look. Those last gentlemen 
sometimes think they are liberally educated; but 
they are not, for they have never really removed 
their manacles and climbed out into the free air.

gogy from that given actual experience! 

Judgment “the mental function and act as- 
sertion or, Dictionary.) 
While every judgment tends true, many judg- 
ments are actually false. This falsity frequently 
due the fact that the matter judged mis- 
represented. Dr. Horne, “The Psychological 
Principles Education,” enumerates five other 
causes: lack observation, lack reflection, men- 
tal dependence, prejudices, and lack experience. 
Lack observation leads judge before 
have enough data. reflection due 
mental haste. Mental dependence results from too 
great reliance the judgments others. Preju- 
dices spring from emotions rather than from reason; 
but the head, not the heart, that must judge. 
Lack experience makes pass judgment 
matters beyond our field knowledge. trained 
judgment enables advise both ourselves and 
others, adds our individuality, self-reliance and 
self-confidence, and fits for social 
though judgment must practiced rather than 
thaught, teacsers may help their pupils training 
them think for themselves and making the 
text-book guide understood, not author- 
ity memorized.” (The Psychological Princi- 
ples Education. Herman Harrell Horne.) They 
must their guard keep happy mean be- 
tween authority and independence lest the pupils 
become self-sufficient. The transition from child- 
hood youth and from youth manhood must 
gradually effected. 

Reasoning may inductive deductive. the 
first case, goes from the particular the gen- 
eral, the second from the general the partic- 
ular. Induction observes, then deduction 


concludes, then observes. The first leads con- 
clusion, the second illustration. The first, its 
conclusions, reaches only high degree proba- 
bility the second, the premises are true, reaches 
certainty. The first leads discovery, the second 
proof. The end the first reality the be- 
ginning the second. Both methods should 
used teaching, for each utilizes certain mental 
powers. Induce principles summing the in- 
dividual points lesson taught, then deduce 
applying the principles induced new cases. 

Curiosity the pupils should stimulated and 
satisfied far tends aid their mental 
idle useless. book Frank Nugent Freeman, 
Ph.D., “The Psychology the Common Branches,” 
published Houghton Mifflin Co., offers valuable 
help along the lines psychological teaching. An- 
other book, “The Psychological Principles Edu- 
cation,” Herman Harrell Horne, Ph. D., pub- 
lished The Micmillan Co., would also prove use- 
ful teachers advanced students. have 
quoted several passages from the latter book and, 
our development education contrasted with 
information, have followed some extent Dr. 
Horne’s method. While, however, has treated 
the subject exhaustively, have simply touched 
upon some its more important features. Mr. 
Alexander Meiklejohn, his book “Freedom and 
the College,” published The Century Co., asks 
seven interesting questions concerning the intellec- 
tual method the college sophomore. Some 
these questions shall quote they seem con- 
cern the intellectual method secondary high 
school well that college students. “Can 
(the student) and does read books? Can ex- 
press his own thoughts writing?

This paper has dealt exclusively with educa- 
tion that seems have made good only the first 
part its title; yet, since has given information 
concerning education, perhaps may considered 
include the second part well. Moreover teach- 
ers are accustomed give, and pupils accus- 
tomed receive, information, that the only point 
connected with that worth discussing the 
manner giving and receiving. This think can 
readily learned from what have said about 
methods educating. After all teacher and method 
amount little unless they meet responsive pupils; 
for education drawing forth, develop- 
ment, the pupils’ mental possessions. 

conclusion would like emphasize the fact 
that moral development should always accompany 
mental. Knowledge not goodness, but ought 
lead goodness; for man’s intellect God- 
given light showing him the way righteousness 
and truth. “Domine, noverim te, noverim me,” 
cries out Saint Augustine. This indeed the su- 
preme test knowledge—to know God and 
know ourselves. test that makes the knowl- 
edge the humble Mary and Joseph far transcend 
that the most learned men and women whose 
names are found the pages the book this 
world’s fame.

But must return our visitors, the “distin- 
guished educators,” who have now passed the 
library. They express mild satisfaction the 
sight its well filled shelves; but, alas! some mag- 
azines, literary and scientific, lie the tables. Im- 
mediately one gentleman remarks the harmful 
effects such journals, since they give only “su- 
perficial knowledge” the subjects treated, and 
prevent the readers gaining really profound 
knowledge those topics. ventured the remark 
that such magazines might supply need satis- 
fying the desire busy teachers tired business 
men know something the advance science 
and literature, when they have not the time op- 
portunity gain thorough knowledge these 
subjects. such cases, the choice not between 
superficial and profound knowledge, but between 
limited knowledge and none all. course, 
was met the trite quotation, little knowledge 
dangerous thing.” This dictum may have 
little truth it, apply religion—in which 
limited imperfect knowledge may lead false 
interpretations the Bible and heresies. But 
other subjects are the consequences May 
not person have some acquaintance with the va- 
rious branches knowledge, when has not the 
time opportunity learn any one thoroughly, 
still less master While acquiring certain 
amount miscellaneous knowledge, many boy 
has discovered his particular tastes and aptitudes, 
and started the career which became 
time the accomplished specialist. The wise and 
practical Oliver Wendell Holmes recognized man’s 
limitations when counselled, “Know everything 
about some thing, and something about every 
thing.” 

There are now specialists every branch 
knowledge, and the world owes them debt 
gratitude for their researches and discoveries, which 
have been great benefit humanity. Yet even 
this case, there are disadvantages which accom- 
pany their “thorough knowledge.” Cardinal New- 
man, his famous essay “The Idea Univer- 
sity,” dwells the fact that while man’s devotion 
single science good for the development 
that science, harmful him individually; his 
mind liable become narrowed the process, 
and will not gain that liberal education and bal- 
ance mind which true culture requires. Newman 
quotes from Dr. Copleston: “There can doubt 
that every art improved confining the pro- 
fessor that single study. But, although the 
art itself advanced this concentration mind 
goes back. The advantage the community 
nearly inverse ratio with his own.” 
this sense—not the accepted one—that 
clined interpret the familiar saying, “Beware 
the man one book.” Yes, surely; for must 
awful bore. 

Needless say, the arguments adduced this 
article are not plea for superficial knowledge, 
which there quite enough the world; but mere- 
remind the critics our schools, first, that 
quite impossible give all our pupils “thorough 
knowledge” all branches learning, even 
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few, under present conditions; secondly, that lim- 
ited knowledge not necessarily superfiicial, and 
better than none all. may give the pupil 
start the right direction, and develop taste 
which can improve later time and opportu- 
nity permit. Even religious instruction, does 
not follow that “little learning” such very 
“dangerous thing.” St. Paul the Simple must have 
had rather limited knowledge the Bible when 
asked his superior the prophets lived before 
after Christ. Yet was able save his soul 
and even obtain the honors canonization. May 
all prove equally wise—including the “learned 
educators,” whom left the school library 
They are now waiting shown some other 
parts the building; mention our domestic 
science course, and suggest visit the cooking 
department. once perceive brightened as- 
pect and waking interest appearing the counte- 
nances our visitors, and conclude that what- 
ever may their individual specialties these 
learned gentlemen are deeply interested having 
cooking thoroughly taught, however superficial may 
the instruction given other branches educa- 
tion. murmur softly myself the words the 
poet, who probably knew well the masculine mind, 


“Men may live without friends, they 
may live without books, 
But civilized man cannot live without 
cooks.”

Out the past comes the strength the pres- 
ent. Whatever our age may possess that which 
fine and high, comes down through the 
guardianship and the efforts the sanely discrimi- 
nating and the righteous workers the past. Man’s 
needs have never changed, though his ideals and 
standards have been weakened and distorted the 
unceasing attacks worldliness and its attendant 
forces and the ease and 
leisure modern life. Science has done many 
things the way making life easier than was 
former times for the physical man; but the way 
the spirit difficult, not more difficult, 
than ever before, because the greater ease and 
luxury which scientific discovery and invention have 
given us, only make readier prey the 
power that always finds mischief for idle bones. 
Great the need the spirit today for safeguards 
fortify the face dangers that beset 
all sides: dangers most alluring guise, but none 
more attractive nor more deadly influence than 
that the drama. The power the evil one 
great indeed when allowed express itself freely 
through this medium, because the popularity 
this form appeal the emotions. Young, old, 
rich, poor, thoughtful and frivolous fall for the lure 
the drama. Sad, indeed, the condition the 
theatre, and great the menace the youth this 
day. Only religion our hope, and the Cath- 
olic Spirit which has never ceased labor through- 
out the ages for the safeguard the soul man, 

All honor and gratitude the religious our 
Catholic schools for their splendid work things 
dramatic the past and the present. They are our 
connecting link with the age Catholic world 
when the immortal soul and not the body was the 
chief concern man. them given the credit 
this renewal the religious expression the 
drama. The hidden workers the convents saw 
the wonder the art that was born the service 
God,—even upon His holy altar—and they never 
wavered their purpose hold its original 
form, clean and safe from contamination human 
hands, and now they are giving back the world 
when the world stands most need it. They 
regarded holy agent give service for all 
time for the inspiration and encouragement man. 
Plays were written them, for their young 
charges, full the spirit holiness and truth. 
Genius was theirs and humility, too, for the world 
knew naught these achievements. hidden 
places many the convents and abbeys, are ex- 
quisite little comedies, historical plays, ambitious 
tragedies and near tragedies, and operas that would 
shine brightly beside the efforts many our 
cleverest modernists. Facts and legends from the 
lives Gods blessed and His saints were depicted 
with true poetic imagination and dramatic insight; 
Vice and Virtue strode across the boards the 
convent stage, when the secular schools gave little 
thought the presenting plays. 

The most meagre appurtenances handicapped 
the efforts the author-director, but the PLAY and 


not the setting counted those earlier days. 
was the play itself that was prime importance 
the charming and unsophisticated audience 
wherein sat many individuals who were permitted 
witness performance throughout the year 
other than the school play. How times have 
changed from those strict and careful days old— 
too strict, perhaps—but, now, too lax and careless 
what the eye youth beholds and the ear hears. 
the hour need, however, the religious play 
steps out from its retreat cloistered halls wield 
its influence for good among the thoughtless and 
impressive. The Catholic play, which through the 
Christian ages has been great significance the 
education youth, has burst its bounds and be- 
ing received with well deserved applause the 
world large, which seems aware its danger 
and its need for higher inspiration. 

The Catholic play brings much that refreshing 
and beautiful the stage the world. What 
its reward? Much, very much the way pres- 
entation. Stage mechanism 
though often stressed too much the theatre 
this day, have decked our little Cinderella out 
gorgeous robes and set her the midst dazzling 
and beautiful scenes light and splendor—a prin- 
cess very truth. the way intelligence and 
sincerity interpretation, the play has gained noth- 
ing. Though sometimes the jewel shines with 
clearer lustre, too often lost its elaborate 
setting. the conviction the stage manager 
the modern theatre that elaboration and display 
are necessary order attract and hold the inter- 
est restless and unthinking public. may 
right this thought, but know from experi- 
ence that simplicity the charm the religious 
play its own environment, and that great appre- 
ciation shown all who witness it; appreciation 
the earnestness the young students the pres- 
entation the roles they assume—when not dis- 
tracted too much theatricism, which, however 
wonderful, gives the impression the artificial. 

Was the drama ever popular the 
present day? Fortunate the school hall that 
may boast well-equipped stage. However, one 
need not despair one lacks these modern helps 
play presentation. little patience, little inge- 
nuity, and great care the interpretation parts, 
will make the audience forget shortcomings 
scenery, space and lighting. 

Should one lack scenery, suggest again 
did former article, the use hangings and 
screens. Separate sets draperies may arranged 
form backdrop, side effects wings, and draw 
curtains. valance too, may used. Uprights 
may fastened the floor frame upon which 
hang these curtains, and rods stout cords may 
attached for the closing curtains. screens are 
used, the closed box effect the stage 
given, also the wings; and costumed pages, fan- 
tastic figures may shift screen for revealing hid- 
ing the actors. These screens hangings serve 
enclose the stage and give form and outline; 
they may used setting for any scene; parlor, 
kitchen, street forest. The properties will give 
the atmosphere and suggest time and place and con- 
dition. Stately and handsome furniture will give 
the impression riches, culture and good taste; 
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gaudy and elaborate wealth and vulgarity home- 
objects simpler, humbler places. 
branches will suggest forest, and on....... 


And now for lights. Let hope, for the sake 
the director that the stage well-equipped. 
not, again our initiative and inventiveness. Elec- 
tricity absolute necessity when one considers 
lighting for stage, and this time all schools pos- 
sess this improvement. overhead light may 
used with good effect the absence footlight, 
one can arrange side lighting. But satisfactory 
substitute for the stationary footlight the arrang- 
ing electric bulbs trough new, bright tin, 
and the placing along the floor front 
stage. These bulbs may vari-colored and mani- 
pulated outside switch. For sides, several 
tall floor lamps the adjustable variety will throw 
splendid modifying light from the wings. Colored 
tissue paper may stretched over the reflectors 
give different glows the scenes. And the 
way, nothing better can secured, bright tin 
pan serves well reflector; the bulbs may 
inserted through hole center and bright light 
reflected upon the stage. 


one wishes dawn effect, stretch pink tissue, 
cheesecloth over light; for daylight, yellow 
amber paper; for twilight, rose and violet; moon- 
light, blue. Lamps lighting upon the stage may 
suggest night, especially for interior scene. 

For chimney place and firelight—first secure 
large packing box and cover with brick crepe 
paper—and set place where the hearth need- 
ed; put grate andirons upon which are 
placed electric bulbs all lighting and with 
crumpled red tissue paper. Flames may simu- 
lated narrow tongue—like strips flame col- 
ored tissue blown electric fans set concealed 
either side fireplace. One must very care- 
ful all wires connecting these various arrange- 
ments for lighting; these wires must not the 
way the actors. There danger their getting 
the floor and prorecipitating the individuals 
the stage very sudden and ludicrous manner. 

course these simple suggestions are for those 
schools that are handicapped through lack stage 
equipment. Lights mean much the way 
producing emotional effects, and creating illusion, 
that worth while spend little time and 
thought upon their arrangement, and great fun 
see how far one may the way securing 
effects. these simple instructions and suggestions 
are followed, promise the results will most 
satisfactory. All this has been tried out and has 
been successful. 


But above all and beyond all, good interpretation 
the play itself the necessary end for which 
message, its diction, its feeling and ac- 
tion. The play itself with all its parts well learned, 
hesitation lines, expression showing clear 
understanding all its points;its story unfolding 
with intelligence and charm; its emotion throbbing 
with earnestness and truth; the movement the 
entire group graceful and harmonious, revealing per- 
fect team work. These are the high standards 
strive for and win. The point consider that 
the theatre was made for the play and not the play 
for the theatre. Clear voices must carry the thought 
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the far corners the hall, for most tedious 
sit through play, straining every moment 
hear what being said upon the stage. This fault 
low voices very common even the profes- 
sional stage today, for this idea naturalism 
prevalent that the argument that this quality 
sacrificed the loud voice. should remem- 
bered that all things should enlarged upon the 
stage, even the voices, for the effect for the crowd, 
not for the individual against whom one playing. 
sum all, the message must given the 
audience intelligent and clear way; the action 
must smooth and alert; the group work sympa- 
thetic and harmonious; the setting suggestive and 
appropriate, and the lighting emotive and revealing 
thus shall have the artistic and impressive per- 
formance. Oh, much think about and 
much work for! But after all said and done, 
“the play’s the thing”. gentle Shakespeare! 


CIVICS, IMPORTANT GUIDE. 

not need remind you that CIVICS 
most necessary guiding subject taught 
the class room. have distinct recollection 
that when some years ago all high schools were 
urged get ready for the fray, our schools were 
the first respond.

the more advanced classes, the seventh 
eighth, for instance, text-book ought chosen. 
This book should selected account its im- 
partiality and frankness, and, above all, should 
both its style and treatment interesting. 
There are several good text-books which these 
qualities predominate. Choose one them and 
not forget that while the text-book desirable 
something required from the teacher, that 
interesting while teaching civics. Boys are often 
heard say, “Civics are not interesting.” Did they 
speak the truth their courage ought above 
suspicion they ought say, “Our teacher does not 
like civics, therefore she not interesting.” 
thought like that ought spur make good 
civics interesting manner. 

All pedagogical text-books lay stress upon this; 
that ideas local government should acquired 
sttudents engaged civics. Accordingly fam- 
ily society, school society and political society are 
here explained, that being the best way—the props 
and stays society. Next, they are made acquaint- 
with the State Constitution and with the Con- 
stitution the United Sates, and the departments 
which governments are divided into, the state 
legislature, state executive and the state judiciary, 
and on, the national government. The changes 
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have been made both the state government 

and the national government; one which—the 
citizens have seen the arrange- 
ment, and makes nugatory the provisions made 
the state. 

The pupils having been taught the functions 
the mayor, the common council, the courts, the as- 
sessor, and the town marshal the chief police, 
the next thing get from them will answers 
such questions as: Who elects the mayor, and 
how long the various officials hold office? Here 
tell them that their responsibility, which few 
years more they are about assume, will 
gauged “You had right elect the right men 
office and you failed.” will way im- 
pressing them with the necessity that they should 
educated for the duties citizenship. 

Constitutional history must kept view. 
What respect not owe the forefathers that 
gave citizenship, liberty and independence, with- 
out which would today the subjects for- 
eign power! pupils are studying the history 
their own country construct problems as, How the 
fathers framed the constitution? What perils they 
faced? What did they for? These questions 
will bring out what the students regard the rights 
and duties citizens. Tell them that duly quali- 
fied voters have the right say who shall elected 
the men having that right should held respon- 
sible. who elected should not resentful 
honest criticism, for well knows that the vot- 
ers have elected him squarely and fairly 
the constitution orders during the time put 
right complain the citizen for just cause con- 
demn him. 

The teacher will tell the pupils what civil rights 
mean and what political rights mean. Civil rights 
are those that affect one’s person. They are divided 
into two: those which concern life and liberty, and 
which regard one’s person reputation. Po- 
litical rights are those which pertain the citizen’s 
sharing the government. Every citizen ought 
remember that while enjoys rights, that fact 
bound his duty the government. The 
men who through toil and distress founded our state 
gave the example how obey the law. They 
were anxious make the government they had 
begun such that their children might say, must 
obey the law matter whether painful 
Without the help its citizens govern- 
ment cannot see that its laws are enforced; every 
person would disown obligation observe laws 
not agreeable him, all laws would weakened. 
Leob says, “We must obey bad law order 
that good laws may enforced!” 

Having fully explained the rights and duties 
the citizens, the teacher should require some sug- 
gestive questions answered from his class; 
as, Give some examples property rights. Name 
the most important duties the citizen. Who are 
aliens? What rights has citizen? What does 
patriotism call for? The object these questions 
make sure that the pupils have not misunder- 
stood anything that has been related them; so, 
this the time correct it. Hence the test should 
brief possible, only the most salient points 
citizenship being noted.

Sacramentals, Devotions,—Public and Private. 
Definition Sacramentals. 

Sacramentals are certain means employed the Church 
obtain graces and temporal favors. These secramen- 
tals have, their name implies, certain resemblance 
the sacraments. But their efficacy differs from that the 
sacramentals, chiefly this,—that while the sacraments, 
virtue their divine institution, duly administered 
and worthily received, have infallible effect (ex opere 
operato) the sacramentals the other hand not op- 
erate their own power, but only virtue the prayers 
the Church (ex opere operantis. 

Sacramentals are either blessed objects, holy water, oil, 
salt, certain rites ceremonies, exorcisms, blessings. 
Difference Between Sacramentals and Sacraments. 

Sacramentals are not divine institution, but are 
only ecclesiastical institution. The Sacraments are 
divine institution. 

Sacramentals not operate themselves like the 
sacraments, but only virtue the prayers the Church, 
and according the dispositions those who make use 
them; that is, sacramentals work “ex opere operantis”, 
whereas the sacraments work “ex opere operato” when 
they are duly administered, and worthily received. 

The sacramentals not confer upon such 
abundance supernatural favors the sacraments. 


Chief Sacramentals.

these works, different character, form, and 


means which they produce their effects, but 
separate each one from its own epoch, 
not thoroughly imbibe the sentiments which in- 
spired the composer, and entertain fixed opin- 
ions against the tendencies one school the 
other, impossible form impartial judg- 
ment the subject. however, our mind eclec- 
tic, makes allowance for the influence cir- 
cumstances, and for the aim the artist had view, 
shall have well-founded opinion the value 
each work, and our judgment will impartial, 
for eclectricism enlightened impartially. 

Behold us, then, face face with the Stabat 
Mater Josquin Depres, who ruled the art his 
own time.

One the voices 
sings uninterrupted plain chant, sustained tones, 
and upon this theme the remaining four voices join 
such sweet harmony, something displaying 
such intelligent treatment rests, imitations, and 
the opposite character distinguishing the different 
classes voice that, bear mind the con- 
siderations stated above, the work really beau- 
tiful and worthy the attention every educated 
and impartial musician.

course gives student what needs, what 
the grades count? makes him want know 
more about the subject even though not his 
curriculum, has not accomplished its purpose? 
things life, what more can do? course 
has done all this for me. 

Bishop Spalding has epressed similar ideas from 
another standpoint: who awakens and con- 
firms the faith his pupils the priceless worth 
intellectual and moral power the best educator 
for thus turns all their energies the life work 
self-education. This the highest aim, for who- 
ever self-active learning and doing what 
true and good and beautiful, his private 
his public life, has education, and continues edu- 
cate himself. impossible desire that 
which feel need; and one cannot rouse the 
young faith the supreme worth knowledge 
and virtue except making them conscious 
their infinite need them. the teacher 
edge and virtue, lover human perfection, 
believer the efficacy rightly directed human 
effort. Example has greater educational value than 
any possible verbal instruction, and wise, strong, 
cheerful, patient, punctual, and loving man wo- 
man the school can accomplish more than con- 
summate orator could accomplish there.” 

However, practical reader may say, “What are 
your ideas. about securing results? Bishop Spald- 
ing’s quotations make attractive reading, and dare 
say you will succeed leading some your read- 
ers perusal his but state concretely 
the method one would follow practicing Spald- 
ing’s counsel.” that case, could answer with 
words: “Personally have never been in- 
terested methods pure and simple, but have 
been intensely interested teaching. The value 
teaching does not depend upon the method used 
but upon person’s ability handle the method 


Method merely perfected common sense, and 
method can successful without the tact that comes from 
thoughtful procedure. Herbart says that teachers pos- 
sess originality they will utilize all opportunities and ma- 
terials provide stimulus and occupation for their stu- 
dents. There also much excellent method behind the 
things one does not do. 

If, however, keep the student ever mind, shall 
not err greatly; and then, too, always easier think 
the right thing when think not ourselves but 
some one else. Right method human; alive, and 
evolves from our ever-changing, ever-growing experience. 
neither mechanics nor routine; based princi- 
ples. varies with locality, with the stage pupil’s 
advancement, and with the individual; and cannot 
transferred directly from one person another.

That the ease with which this 
money gained tends stimulate 
expenditure the conduct our col- 
legiate athletics upon plane wholly 
disproportionate the manner 
which the remaining work the in- 
stitution conducted can hardly 
questioned. The inevitable distraction 
from college work which the excite- 
ment these week-end occasions, ac- 
companied they often are social 
entertaining large scale, has 
that the good which flows from all 
more than offset for any evils de- 
pendent upon it; but the situation, 
such, one which thoughtful ob- 
server American education can view 
without some misgivings; and 
vigorous manner, appears that 
the primary business the university 
really being substantially interfered 
with.”

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THE TEACHING RELIGION. 
The Lesson Bible History. 
Rev. Bruehl, Ph.D. 


The purpose the Bible History Lesson render 
the abstract teaching Catechetical instruction concrete 
and vital, give colorful historical background and 
put behind the mere-ideas virtue and vice strong 
emotional force. Its appeal, therefore, chiefly the 
passions and the emotions, use word that aptly 
designates both, the heart. Without this emotional rein- 
forcement the purely intellectual proposition the truth 
remains ineffective. long the heart remains indif- 
ferent the truth, the latter will not have the slightest 
influence life. fact, one the saddest com- 
mentaries human nature that knowledge virtue can 
exist side side with the greatest corruption. The im- 
portant thing that the child not only taught reli- 
gion, but that continually trained it. training 
understand that during the teaching proper emotional 
reactions secured which reactions frequently repeat- 
will become permanently associated with the ideas 
that have been proposed. Hence, the teacher religion 
must see that the child not merely intellectually 
grasps the subject and assimilates mentally, but also 
that assumes towards the matter taught the right will 
attitude and that elicits appropriate emotional responses. 
With full justice Father Furniss writes: “But, after all, 
teaching not enough; teaching not training. 
amount teaching will enable child walk unless you 
really make him walk. You may hear lectures music 
the end your days and never able play one 
single tune. Children are utterly incapable learning 
from mere teaching...... Will child these things, 
and them constantly, because hears them specu- 
latively once, twice thrice year?” (Sunday-School 
Catechis.) plain that every lesson not only the 
intellect must addressed, but that also the heart must 
enlisted. The biblical story the lever which the 
heart may attacked and moved. 


The most fundamental passion man love. Love 
determines our conduct and gives orientation our whole 
life. learn love the right thing will the 
right thing. Our likes and dislikes decide our moral 
choices. Moral training lies consequently the cultiva- 
tion the proper likes and dislikes speek ob- 
jectively the cultivation the right ideals. 
have acquired deep aversion untruthfulness and dis- 
honesty, will when the occasion presents itself shun 
that which savors either. If, the other hand, 
have lurking admiration for duplicity, will given 
case try policy deception. The task the teacher, 
then, foster the child the right likes and dislikes, 
make him live and admire the good and conceive 
deep hatred the bad. order accomplish this, 
examples good behavior must set before the child 
such manner that strong emotional reaction results. 
That is, the heart the child must made glow with 
leve and admiration for the pure, the just, the beautiful; 
must made loathe the evil, the vile, the base, the 


deceitful and the selfish. this sense the biblical narra- 


tives must exploited. mere narration the bible 
story not sufficient achieve this end. During the 
narrative the feelings the child must called into 
play. The lesson must real exercise the emotions 
and the feelings. that what call training. 


practical knowledge psychology indispensable 
for this purpose. The teacher cannot play the soul 
unless understands thoroughly. cannot stir the 
emotions, cannot make the heart glow with holy enthu- 
siasm unless knows how touch the hidden springs 
the soul. important that try bring all 
his psychological knowledge and pedagogical experience 
bear the individual biblical lesson. The telling 
story such way that will make abiding im- 
pression and the cause permanent emotional atti- 
tudes real art. requires both considerable remote 
and immediate preparation. story that merely satisfies 
intellectual curiosity has moral and educational value. 
Unless the child result the story really loves 
virtue better and hates vice more energetically the time 
consumed the telling has been wasted. 


Mere emotional reactions, however, are not sufficient. 
Out the emotions high resolve the will must 
born. too well known that men who never perform 
unselfish deed may yet luxuriate the most exalted 
feelings heroic altruism. They stop short off doing 
because they spent their whole energy emotion. Ev- 
eryone has seen women notoriously inconsiderate 
the feelings their servants actually shed tears over 
the cruel treatment some unfortunate female repre- 
sented the stage and still home continue the 
pinpricks which they habitually render the life the 
members her household intolerable. know others 
who weep over the pages sentimental novel, yet who 
never think showing greater kindness their dealings 
with others. these cases the sentiment burns itself 
ashes, but produces corresponding 
mentality the enemy action. like morass 
which impossible gain firm foothold. part, 
therefore, Mr. Sherper Knowlson right when 
observes: “We have said that thoughts readily become 
actions. not with feelings. certain percentage 
doubtless soon realizes itself deeds, but feeling has 
tendency luxuriate itself, and with that con- 
tent.” (The Art Thinking.) 


best emotions will lead impulsive action, but they 
will never issue consistent course action nor ever 
beget harmonious and constant behavior. obtain this 
must have the backing the will through which the 
fluid emotions become solidified and crystallized into def- 
inite and lasting forms. The lesson, consequence, 
must sure address itself the will and result 
definite, clear-cut and practical proposals. The fruit 
the lesson must that the child clearly determines 
perform some deed which has learned admire during 
the instruction. must home with specific purpose, 
not only with vague love for the good general. 
must have sincere wish carry immediately into effect 
what has heard. Where this will reaction not se- 
cured are only training sentimentalists that never get 
beyond weak velleity, that glow with enthusiasm, but 
never can bring themselves put forth any real effort. 
Emotion leaves flabby, the will that stiffens the 
moral backbone. 


_It goes without saying, then, that throughout the en- 
tire lesson the practical and immediate neds the child 
must kept view. the fire the emotions the 
will must steeled into firmness and hardness. Thus 
the influence the lesson extends beyond the classroom. 
reaches out the child’s sphere life and endeavors 
shape its daily conduct accordance with the patterns 
proposed. 


This the truth that underlies new method re- 
ligious teaching recently inaugurated some schools 
Germany. seeks close and continual contact between 
the life the child and the religious instruction. 
aim interpenetration teaching and practice. in- 
tends bring religious instruction down from the clouds 
and place intimate relation with the solid and 
ordinary facts the child’s daily existence. Neither 
criticism nor appreciation this new method are here 
intended. only wish point out its essentially prac- 
tical character which, whatever else may its merits 
defects, certainly deserves our attention and generous 
measure praise. (Cfr.: Das Arbeitsprinzip Religion- 
sunterricht der Grundschule, von Johanna Huber und 
Karl Raab.) are inclined welcome anything that 
will make our religious instruction more practical, for 
most the attacks directed against modern methods are 
leveled against overemphasis which they place the 
purely intellectual element. The method referred tries 
remedy this abuse. really intends teach religion 
through life and practice. Therein conforms the de- 
mands made the late Bishop Bellord pamphlet 
which its days created not little interest and excite- 
ment. The learned author says: “The more practical any 
acquirement the more need there learn from 
intercourse with others; from their example and living 
speech, and from actual practice.” (Religious Education 
and its Failures.)

Compulsory School Bill Overruled.
